supplies of ammunition went into Zclgter
to-d- in charge of a special officer 'of the
AUams Express Company.

But what Is considered the, most pecu-

liar phaso of the whole matter Is the
radical difference in opinion, by men who
ought to know, as to the amount of
firing In the vlcinltj of Zeigler within the
past week.

REPORTS ARE EXAGGERATED.
There is no doubt that grossly exagger-

ated stories hae been sent to metropoli-
tan papers, which hae reported fusil-
lades of bullets and the killing and Injur-
ing of men which" ha e never occurred.

H. R Flatt, personal representative of
Mr. Letter, states that but one man, tho
Austrian laborer, has been killed; that
the only marks of the combined firing are
a few bullet holes In the engine-roo- m of
the plant, nnd that the only personal at-

tack upon the mine officials was the shoot-
ing at hlmelf and party at the "White
Church" the night before the troops were
sent for.
